This  lease  also  covers  and  includes,  in  addition  to  that  above  described,  all  land,  if  any,  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  or  adjoining  the  land  above  described  and  (a)  owned  or 
claimed  by  Lessor  by  limitation,  prescription,  possession,  reversion,  after-acquired  ride  or  unrecorded  mstrument  or  (b)  as  to  which  Lessor  has  a  preference  right  of 
acquisition.  Lessor  agrees  to  execute  any  supplemental  instrument  requested  by  Lean*  for  ■  more  complete  or  accurate  description  of  said  land.  For  die  purpose  of 
determining  the  amount  of  any  boom  or  other  payment  hereunder,  said  land  shall  be  deemed  to  contain  O.S790  km.  whether  actually  containing  more  or  less,  and

2.  Unless  soo»er  terminated  or  longer  kept  m  force  under  other  provisions  hereof,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  term  of    FOUR  (4)   years  from  ibe  date

14.  As  a  result  of  land  development  in  the  vicinity  of  said  land,  governmental  rules  or  ordinances  regarding  well  sites,  and/or  surface  restrictions  as  may  be  set  forth 
in  Ibis  lease  and/or  other  leases  in  the  vicinity,  surface  locations  for  well  sites  in  the  vicinity  may  be  limited  and  Lessee  may  encounter  difrwutty  securing  surface 
locationfs)  for  drilling,  reworking  or  other  operations,  Therefore,  since  drilling,  reworking  or  other  operations  are  either  restricted  or  not  aUowed  on  said  land  or  other 
teases  in  the  vicinity,  it  is  agreed  that  any  such  operations  conducted  at  a  surface  location  off  of  said  land  or  off  of  tends  with  which  said  land  are  pooled  in  accordance 
with  this  lease,  provided  that  such  operations  are  associated  with  a  <Krectional  well  for  the  purpc«  of  drilling.  Knocking,  r^ucing  wofter  cperations  under  said  land  or 
lands  pooled  therewith,  shall  for  purposes  of  this  lease  be  deemed  operations  conducted  on  said  land.  Nothing  contained  in  this  paragraph  is  intended  to  modify  any 
surface  restrictions  or  pooling  provisions  or  restrictions  contained  in  tin's  tease,  except  as  expressly  stated. 
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
